on the 7th day of January, 1878, and a majority of the mem- 
bers elect being present from the different counties of the- 
Territory, said Council proceeded. to organize, 

And the roll being called the following members appear ed 
and answered to their names when called, viz: 

Mr. Fernando Nolan of the county of Mora and Colfax. 

Messrs. Lorenzo Lopez and Gabriel Rivera from the coun- 
ty of San Miguel. 

Mr. Tomas Gonzales, from the county of Socorro. 

Messrs. Santiago Baca and Felipe Garcia, trom the county 
of Bernalillo. 

Mr. Juan-G. Martin, from the county of Taos. 

On, motion the Council pro roceeded to a permafient organi- 
- gation. 

On motion of Tomas Gonzalas, Mr. Fernando Nolan was 
chosen chairman pro tempore. 

On motion of Mr. Santiago Baca a committee was appoin- 
ted to examine the credentials of the members elect. 

The committee was composed of Messrs. Santiago Baca, 
Lorenzo Lopez and Tomas Gonzales, who after having ex- 
amined the credentials returned and made the following re- 
port:

The report was aaopted. 
- The Council then proceeded to the election of President. 

Mr. Santiago Baca, was placed in nomination, and having 
received a majority, he was declared : duly elected President 
of the Legislative Council, and on taking his seat, he expres- . 
sed in a brief and courteous manner his thanks to the mem- 
bers for the honor they had conferred upon him and assured 
them that in the discharge of his duties he would endeavor 
to aet with impartiality dnd do justice as a representative of 
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the people and members in the discharge of his duties, unbi- 
ased by party spirit. 

The Council then proceeded to the election ofa Chief Clerk, 
when on motion Mr. Jesus Sena y Baca, was nominated to 
said position and the nomination being put to the Council, 
and Mr. Sena y Baca having received a majority of the votes 
was declared and duly elected chief Clerk. 

The Council then proceeded to the election of Assistant 
Clerk and Mr. Antonio Baca y Baca receiving’a majority of 
the votes, he was declared and duly elected to that office. 

The Council then proceeded to the election of an Engros- 
sing Clerk, and Mr. J. S. Lucrecia being nominated, and hav- 
ing received a majority of the votes, he was declared and duly 
elected to that office. 

Mr. Marcos C. de Baca, was then nominated for the office 
of Enrolling Clerk, and receiving a majority of votes, he was 
declared duly elected as Enrolling Clerk of the Legislative 
Council. 2 


Messrs. Diego Archuleta, Jose F. Chavez, Juan Antonio 
Sanches, Gregorio N. Otere, Nicolas Pino and John S. Crouch 
who asked to be informed concerning the organization, on 
which point Mr. President informed said gentlemen. That 
in accordance with the proceedings of a majority they are en- 
titled to their seats as members of the Legislative Couneil, for 
the present session, whereupon they took their seats as such. 

The Council then proceeded to the election of a Sergeant- 
at-Arms, and Mr. Gabriel Vijil being: nominated to that of- 
fice having received a majority of votes, he was declared duly 
elected to the office of Sergeant-at-Arms ‘for the Legistative 
Council. 

Mr. Apolonio Gutierres, was then nominated Door-keeper, 
and having received a majority of votes he was declared duly 
elected Door-keeper to the Legislative Council.- 

Mr. Severiano Sanchez, was nominated as Guard and hav- 
ing received a majority of votes was declared duly elected 
Guard to the Legislative Council. 

Mr. Camilio Baca, was nominated as Messenger, and the 
yeas and nays being called, the result was as follows:

Voting in the affirmative Messrs. Fernando Nolan, Juan G. 
Martin, Tomas Gonzales, Felipe Garcia, Gabriel Rivera, Lo- 
renzo Lopez and Mr. President.

So Mr. Camilio Baca was duly elected messenger of the 
Legislative Council. 

Mr. Jose D. Sena was then placed in nomination as inter- 
preter for the Council, and having received a majority of 
the votes cast was declared duly elected as such, 

On motion of Mr. Fernando Nolan a committee of three 
was appointed for the purpose of waiting upon the Honora- 
ble Secretary of the Territory and requesting him to visit the 
Council for the purpose of administering the oath to the 
members and officers of the Legislative Council. 

The committee was composed of Messrs. Fernando Nolan, 
Lorenzo Lopez and J. F. Chaves. 

Mr. Otero moved that the Council take a recess until the 
return of the committee. 

Agreed to. 

The Council in recess. 

The committee appeared and reported that the Hon. Secre- 
tary was present, who was invited toaseat. He then pro- 
ceeded to administer the oath of office to the members and 
officers of the Legislative Council. i 

On motion of Mr. Gonzales, the thanks of the Council 
were tendercd to the Hon. Secretary for his prompt response 
to the request of the Council; and a committee instructed to 
accompany him to his office. 

On; motion of Mr. Chaves a committee of three was ap- 
pointed to wait upon His Excellency the Governor and in- 
form him that the Council was organized and ready to re- 
ceive any communication he might deem proper to ‘make to

A committee from the House was announced and received 
which informed the Council that that body had organized 
and was ready to receive any commuhication from this body.

On motionof Mr. Otero, a committee of three was appoin- 
ted to inform the House that the Council was organized and 
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ready to reéeive any 'communication that, that body might 
be pleased | to make.

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For the purpose of obtaining for your information the best 
legal advice within my reach, I requested the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the Territory, Hon. Wm. Breeden, to prepare a care- 
ful opinion upon the law of the case. This opinion I make 
part of my message and lay it in full before you. Attorney 
General Breeden says: 

“The bill in my opinion is clearly in violation of the said law 
‘of the United States.” a 

“ This opinion I fully endor se, and if you pass this bill over 
General Breeden’s opinion and my veto you will do so with 
your eyes open, in violation of your oaths of office and the 
laws of the United States. There are many other objections 
to the Bill, a few only of which I will briefly notice. 

Itis difficult to decide whether the man who seeks to es- 
tablish the Society or the Societv which he seeks to establish‘ 
is the worse. Both areso bad you cannot decide between 
them. This Neopolitan adventur er » Gaspar ri, teaches publicly 
that his dogmas and assertions are superior to the Statutes of 
the United States and the laws ofthe Territory. No doctrine 
or teaching can be more dangerous to good Government than 
this, especially in Mexico, where the mass of the people are 
ignorant. -He also, by his writings and harrangues endeavors 
to fexcite animosities and to stimulate the people towards 
those lawfully exercising civil authority over them to acts of 
violence. He comes here. while the Legislative Assembly is 
in session and lobbies in the most brazen and shameless man- 
ner to defeat needed and wholesome laws, and to force through 
bills antagonistic to the laws of the United States. 

Two years ago heintruded himselfinto the Lower House 
and remained within the bar and by the speaker’s side till he 
forced the passage of this bill, but at that session it was de- 
feated by an honest Legislative Council. He now presents 
himself again, and being fully intormed that what he asks is 
contrary to the laws of the United States, urges you to violate 
your oaths and pass the bill. 

The Society which he seeks to establish in New Mexico is 
worthy of just sucha leader. It has been denounced time 
and again by the head of the Catholic Church and justly ex- 
pelled from the most enlightened countries of Europe. 


But apart from the bad character of the Society and the 


dangerous character of its chief, the bill is especially objec- 
tionable because it does not require that the incorporators 
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shall be citizens of the United Statés nor rèsidėnts of New 
Mexico. The number who may hereafter assdciaté with them 
is unlimited, and they might all be aliens and reside abroad. 
Again the bill permits these people to own, free of taxation, 
an unlimited amount of property. They are permitted to own 
all kinds of real and personal estate, in all parts of the Terri- 
tory, and are not subject to any supervision by the Legisla- 
ture nor required to pay anything towards the support of the 
Government. The provisions of the bill are contrary to pu- 
blic policy and in direct violation of the laws of the United 
States, and cannot receive my approval.

Governor.—I return herewith a bill entitled “an act to in- 
corporate the Society of the Jesuit Fathers in New Mexico,” 
passed by the Council and House of Representatives of the 
Legislative Assembly of the Territory, and submitted te me 
by you for official opinion as to its validity. The bill attempts 
to incorporate or in its own lauguage, creates certain per- 
sons therein named, with their associates or those who may 
hereafter become associated with them, a body politic and 
corporate, for purposes and with powers specified in the bill, 
and also attempts to exempt from taxation all effects and 
property of the proposed corporation, used to carry out its 
purposes. 

Section 1889 of the revised Statutes of the United States is 
as follows. “The Legislative Assemblies of the several ter- 
ritories shall not grant private charters or espécified privile- 
ges, but they may by general incorporation acts, permit per- 
sons to associate themselves together as bodies corporate for 
mining, manufacturing and other industrial pursuits, or thé 
construction or operation of railroads, wagon roads, irriga- 
ting ditches, and the colonization and improvement of lands 
in connection therewith, orfor colleges, seminaries, churches, 
libraries or any benevolent, charitable or scientific associa- 
tion. 
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By this section the Legislative Assembly of the territory is 
clearly prohibited from granting any private charter, or in 
other words from creating any private corporation, and also 
from granting any special pr rivileges. Of cour se, the Legis- 
iniive. Assembly, is bound by all laws of the United States, 
and cannot pass any act in violation ther eof or contrary 
thereto. 


Any legislation attempted by- our Legislative Assembly, 
‘prohibited by or in violation of any ‘law of the States, ae 
be invalid and of no effect. 


The bill under consideration attempts to grant a private 
charter; the bill ls plainly and simply a private charter of in- 
corporation and is therefore clearly in violation of and pro- 
hibited by the law ofthe United States above referred to. 
The bill also attempts to confer special powers and to exempt 
from taxation, in this respect also the bill is in violation of 
and prohibited by the law above quoted. 


The bill in my opinion is clearly -in violation of the said 
law of the United States, being within’and obnoxious to, both 
the prohibitory clauses of the law. No matter how meritor- 
ious the purposes of the proposed corporation may be the Le- 
gislative Assembly has no authority or power to create the 
corporation or to grant it any special powers or privileges. 

There seems to be no reason why the persons named in the 
_ bill should not incorporate for the purposes mentioned in 
this bill under the general incorporation act of the Territory, 
but they can be lawfully incorporated in no other way.

There is always great liability to confusion 
in mixed ownership. In the earlier days when but few fami- 
lies were settled upon these grants there was comparatively 
little difficulty, but now with the increase of population and 
the incoming of strangers, there is increased confusion and it 
is for the public good that these large grants be divided and 
rights and ownership of individuals determined. This law 
is copied from the law of a Sister State, and Ihave reason 
to believe that it is a very good law. Ishall be willing 
to favor any amendments by whichit can be improved, but 
am not willing to have it entirely repealed. I cannot there- 
fore approve the bill.

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EXTRACT. 


“The per diem of a member dates from the day he is sworn 
in as such. So, ifa member does not appear to take his seat 
until after the first day of the session, he can only be paid 
from the day he so appears. No deduction will be made, when ` 
after that day, he is unable to attend the -session in conse- 
quence of sickness. But where a member shall be absent from 
the session for several days, or for the remainder of the‘ses- 
sion, except for this cause, or such other as shall hereafter be 
specified whether it be with leave or not, his pay for the time 
he shall be so absent will be deducted, and the presiding of- 
ficer, in the certificate he shall make to you relative to the at- 
facie ef such member, will so specify it. The law govern- 
ing the matter of this expense is too plain to admit of any 
‘doubt as to its interpretation and meaning. The $6 per day 
is not attached to the office while held as a Sinecure, but is 
expressly given as compensation for, and its payment made 
dependent upon, the attendance of the member. Any depar- 
ture from the requirements of the law is this particular would 
be alike injurious to the interests of the United States and a 
speedy and prompt dischar ge of the public business of the 
Territory. 


* * * The Chief Clerk of each House, who will make 
up the roll from the journal and certificates of electton in his 
charge, will join the presiding officer in the certificate. These 
rolls, when thus certified, become your sufficient warrant for 
the payments to be made on the account liable; however, to 
correction by you in an error of fact of this character. A
